Mourning Dave Habits 
The best way to measure the 
growth of a nestling mourning dove 
is by recording the length of the 
wing, according to scientists of the 
American Wildlife institute. 
This 
fact was developed at an Alabama 
co-tperative wildlife research, dem­ 
onstration and management unit. 
Nesting Habits of the mourning dove 
are being closely studied at this and 
other co-operative units of the insti­ 
tute in an effort to determine with 
scientific exactness just when the 
birds rear their young. 
In many 
localities it has been found that the 
open season on the doves is being 
set during a period when the birds 
were still nesting. Thus, each dove 
taken leaves a family of nestlings 
to die of starvation.

A coming class conflict in America 
—not between capital and labor, but 
between youth and age—is forecast 
by Prof. Frank G. Dickinson, Uni­ 
versity of Illinois economist. 
“As a result of the decreasing 
birth rate and increasing life span, 
by 1980 one of every six persons in 
America will be 65 or over, instead 
of as now one of each 16 persons,” , 
he asserts. 
“During the next 40 years we 
must adjust our social, economic, 
and political life to an aging popu­ 
lation. By 1980, individuals over 65 
will have increased from the present 
eight and one-half millions to twen­ 
ty-three or twenty-five millions; not 
one to every nine breadwinners as 
now, but one to every three and 
one-half. 
“It will be the greatest cultural 
and social change since the fall of 
Rome,” the Illinois economist says. 
“One of every four voters will be 
over 65. 
Pension taxes may take 
one-fourth of the income of workers 
and employers. 
“It will be a class war led by the 
‘pensionnaires’,” 
says 
Professor 
Dickinson. 
“Dr. F. E. Townsend’s 
ideas will be as important to the 
changes of the next half century as 
Karl Marx’s were to the last. Hie 
class war between old and young! 
will replace the struggle between, 
labor and capital. 
“With the increase of the aged, 
democracy may degenerate into 
‘votocracy.* 
Both present parties 
may be smashed by the ‘pension­ 
naires.* 
“The party in powder will pay the 
smallest possible pensions. The par* j guests 
ty out of power will promise the 
sky. It will be a struggle between 
generations. 
The hand that rocks 
the rocking chair will rule the na­ 
tion.”

Educators Debate 
University vs. College 
D 
OES a woman's college impair 
a girl’s chances for ultimate 
marriage? Or is she better off com­ 
pleting her education there than 
she would be in the possibly more 
distracting atmosphere of a co­ 
educational university? Helping a 
daughter to decide such a question 
is of greater importance than many 
parents realize, according to Wain­ 
wright Evans, educator, pro-univer­ 
sity, versus Joseph K. Folsom, 
Professor of Sociology, Vassar Col­ 
lege, who is pro-college. 
“Men and women,” says Mr. 
Evans in the May issue of Better 
Homes and Gardens, “not only nor­ 
malize each other, but they stimu­ 
late each other. Contact with girls 
helps the callow youth toward the 
mental maturity of manhood; con­ 
tact with men helps a girl toward 
the bloom of womanhood.” 
Mr. Evans is of the firm belief 
that attendance at a university gives 
a girl a much greater chance of 
marriage than attendance at a col­ 
lege. His point is that the segrega­ 
tion of sexes is apt to induce in a 
girl, either a man-hating frigidity 
cr an over-developed male con­ 
sciousness. 
Professor Folsom, who presents 
his side of the debate in the same 
issue of Better Homes and Gardens, 
refutes the possible damage to mar­ 
riage chances of a woman’s college 
by quoting figures. Says he: 
“The marriage rates 
of 
the 
alumnae of the ‘big seven’ (women’s 
colleges) which were apparently the 
greatest sinners against matrimony, 
have steadily risen. Roughly, 75 
percent are now destined for mar­ 
riage.” 
Professor 
Folsom 
feels 
that 
women’s colleges have a definite 
value in the American scheme of 
living. The very attitude of inde­ 
pendence which such institutions 
tend to foster is a protection to our 
advanced thinking, he says. Such 
independence not only will keep 1 
America from back-sliding into the J 
old sex-inequality so glaringly ap­ 
parent in Germany today, but will ; 
tend to improve the quality of mar 
riage, in his opinion.

$100. That is for the protein alone.

Child’s Refusal 
To Eat Vegetables 
May Be Justified 


Children are not “ornery” little j 
brats just because they do not like 
the vegetables served to them, con­ 
tends Miss Harriet Barto, assist­ 
ant professor of dietetics, Univer­ 
sity of Illinois College of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Now that the fresh vegetable 
season is approaching, Miss Barto 
gives some clues on ways to fix 
vegetables so they will be accept­ 
ed readily by the younger genera­ 
tion. She says that nursery school 
authorities through observation of 
tho likes and 
dislikes of their 
small proteges recommend that not 
more than one white vegetable be 
served on the dinner plate* at one 
time; second, that the food be pre­ 
pared so that it will be easy to 
eat; third, that a variety of tex­ 
tures and flavors be present. For 
instance, a soft food should be 
served with a crisp food, a fairly 
strong flavor contrasted w’ith a mild 
one, or a sw'eet flavor offsetting a 
sharp one. 
Last of all, she rec­ 
ommends that a “pleasingly small” 
portion of an unpopular vegetable 
be teamed up with a favorite veg­ 
etable. 
“If homemakers will make “pic­ 
tures with fo*od’ and I don’t mean 
animal 
crackers 
or gingerbread 
mi n, the battle will be half wo-fi,” 
said Miss Barto. 


Thoughts Turn To Lights 
For Tractors On The Farm 


In a late- cold spring such as this 
one farmers’ thoughts are turning 
to low cost methods of lighting 
their tractors for overtime work in 
seeding their spring crops. 
The cost of all materials will be 
between $5 and $15, if automobile 
parts and -other readily available 
units are used, depending upon the 
type of materials, according to J. 
W. Martin, assistant in agricultural 
engineering at the* University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture.

Material needed for homemade 
lights consists of one 6-volt gener­ 
ator, two head lamps with brack­

usually less than IO hours. 


Tractor manufacturers are able 
to furnish lighting equipment for 
any machines, hut the cost is us­ 
ually relatively high.

Formers Hurt By 
Outmoded Tuxes, 
Smith Declures 


Farm people carry most of the 
burden of continued reliance on un­ 
economic property taxes for sup­ 
port of local governments, declared 
Earl C. Smith, president of the Il­ 
linois Agricultural Association, in 
a statement submitted to the Na­ 
tional Real Estate Tax Conference 
in Washington on April 25. 


“Taxation 
of 
farm 
property, 
which 
w’as 
at least 
reasonably 
equitable in pioneer times, becomes 
increasingly inequitable in a pop­ 
ulation predominantly 
urban and 
industrial,” Smith pointed out. 
In 
the nation’s early years, he said, 
property w’as a logical source of 
support for government because it 
was virtually the only form of 
wealth upon which taxes could be 
levied. 
Now, however, wrages, sal­ 
aries, interest and dividends ac­ 
count for 
approximately 80 per 
cent of national income while only 
20 per cent can be traced to prop­ 
erty ownership.

fact, Smith declared, local govern­ 
ments are still trying to squeeze 
most of their support from real 
estate taxes.
